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The  supply  of  experienced  farm  workers  continued  to  decline  in  I9Y2,  but  the 
number  of  hired  laborers  employed  on  farm's  was  maintained  at  about  the  same  level  of 
previous  years  by  the  greater  employment  of  children,  women,  and  older  people,  and 
by  a  sharp  increase  in  wage  rates.  These  trends  are  expected; to  cont inue  in  1913 
but  a  program  being  worked  out  by  the  War  Manpower  Commission  and  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  aims  at  providing  enough  farm  workers  for  the  record  fqod  goals  of  1913.

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  November  totaled  1,765  million 
dollars  compared  with  1,962  million  in  October  tnd  1,210  million  in  November 
19^1.     Returns  from  crops  declined  much  less  than  usual  from  October  to 
November,  as  relatively  large  returns  from  food  grains  and  cotton  more  than 
offset  the  larger-than-usual  decrease  in  income  from  soybeans,  tobacco,  and 
truck  crops.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  also  declined  less 
than  usual  in  November  as  marketings  of  hogs  increased  somewhat  over  market- 
ings in  October,  and  sales  of  eggs  declined  less  than  usual.  Government 
payments  in  the  month  totaled  6l  million  dollars,  compared  with  53  million 
dollars  in  October  and  68  million  dollars  in    November  I9U1. 

The  large  quantity  of  wheat  placed  under  loan  in  November  more  than 
offset  the  sharp  decline  in  sales  and  largely  accounted  for  the  unusually  high 
level  of  income  from  food  grains.     Cotton  loans  also  were  larger  than  in 
October  and  were  accompanied  by  a  large  volume  of  sales  through  regular 
marketing  channels.     Sales  of  soybeans  were  retarded  by  lack  of  storage  space, 
and  income  from  this  crop  declined  sharply  from  the  relatively  high  level  in 
October.     Income  from  truck  crops  declined  more  than  usual  from  the  high 
level  of  the  summer  and  fall  months.     Sales  of  tobacco  in  November  also  were 
much  smaller  than  usual,  largely  because  of  early  sales  in  September  and 
October,     Sales  of  cattle  in  November  declined  slightly  more  than  usual  from 
the  October  level,  but  marketing  of  hogs  increased  sharply  as*  the  large  spring 
pig  crop  began  to  move  in  volume  with  the  result  that  the  decline  in  income 
from  meat  animals  was  less  than  usual. 
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During  the  first  11  months  of  19h-2,  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
and  Government  payments  totaled  1^,^93  million  dollars.     In  the  corresponding 
period  of  19^1 »  income  from  these  same  sources  totaled  10,6l8  million  dollars. 
Income  from  farm  marketings  was  13,868  million  dollars,  37  percent  higher  than 
for  the  like  period  of  19^1,  with  all  groups  of  products  showing  substantial 
increases  over  a  year  ago.     Government  payments  to  farmers  on  the  19^-2  program 
have  also  "been  made  earlier  than  they  were  on  the  19*4-1  program.     During  the 
first  11  months  of  19^2,  these  payments  totaled  625  million  dollars,  compared 
with  502  million  dollars  last  year. 

After  allowing  for  the  usual  seasonal  changes,  income'  from  farm  market- 
ings in  November  was  225  percent  of  the  1935*~39  average.    This  is  the  highest 
level  reached  thus  far  in  19^-2  and  compares  with  211  percent  in  October  and  153 
percent  in  November  19^1.     Most  of  the  increase  in  the  seasonally  adjusted 

index  numbers  of  income  resulted  from  a  10  percent  increase  in  income  from 

t 

cro-Qs,  for  the  index  of  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  only 
about  U  percent  higher  in  November  than  in  October. 

Marketings  of  meat  animals  during  the  first  3  weeks  of  December  were 
relatively  light  indicating  a  great er-than-usual  decline  in  income  from 
November  levels.    Returns  from  food  grains  and  cotton  probably  will  decline 
somewhat  m.ore  than  usual  from  November  to  December.     These  declines  may  be 
partially  offset  by  a  prospective  sharp  increase  in  income  from  tobacco  and 
oil-bearing  crops,  but  total  income  from  farm  marketings  is  likely  to  decline 
more  than  usual.    However,  it  now  appears  probable  that  returns  from  farm 
marketings  in  December  will  be  large  enough  to  result  in  a  total  income  from  ■ 
19*4-2  farm  marketings  slightly  in  excess  of  the  15  billion  dollars  forecast 
last  September.    Because  of  the  earlier  date  of  Government  payments,  these

G-ain  in  Income  in  Octoher  Largest 
in  East  North  Central  States 

The  revised  estimate  of  1,9^2  million  dollars  income  from  farm  market- 
ings for  October  was  3°  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  both  crops 
and  livestock  and  livestock  products  recording  the  same  percentage  increase 
in  income.     Income  in  ail  regions  was  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  largest  gain  was  in  the  East  North  Central  region  where  income  from  crops 
was  nearly  twice  as  large  as  in  October  19^1,  and  income  from  all  commodities 
was  up  56  percent.     Income  in  most  of  the  West  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic 
States  also  was  up  sharply  over  October  19^-1  as  returns  both  from  crops  and 
livestock  in  these  regions  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

Total  returns  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  10  months  of  19^2 
continue  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States,  the  increases 
ranging  from  12  percent  in  Montana  to  5S  percent  in  South  Carolina.     In  Montana 
and  some  of  the  other  important  wheat-growing  States,  a  large  share  of  the 
19^2  wheat  crop  still  remained  in  farmers'  hands  at  the  end  of  October,  this 
fact  being  important  in  accounting  for  the  relatively  small  increase  in 
income  in  some  of  these  States.     In  South  Carolina  and  several  of  the  adjoining 
States,  income  has  been  sharply  increased  in  19^2  by  more  favorable  crop  con- 
ditions and  relatively  high  returns  from  tobacco. 

In  the  North  Atlantic,  South  Central,  and  Western  States,  income  from 
farm  marketings  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  September  to  October, 
but  in  the  East  North  Central  region  the  relatively  large  marketing  of  soybeans 
resulted  in  much  more  than  the  usual  seasonal  increase  in  income  for  that 
region.    Large  sales  of  soybeans  also  were  reflected  to  some  extent  in  receipts 
of  the  West  North  Central  region,  particularly  in  Iowa,  and  income  increased 
slightly  in  that  region  instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  decline.     In  the 
South  Atlantic  region  the  increase  in  income  from  August  to  September  was  much 
larger  than  usual,  "but  from  September  to  October  income  increased  less  than 
usual.    The  early  increase  in  income  this  year  resulted  in  large  part  from 
earlier  movement  of  the  cotton  and  tobacco  crops. 

North  Atlantic  P.egion 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  in  October 
totaled  21  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  with  all  States  showing  sub- 
stantial percentage  gains.     In  Massachusetts  the  increase  was  somewhat  higher 
than  in  the  remaining  States,  amounting  to  3^  percent.     Returns  from  poultry, 
eggs,  truck  crops,  and  fruits  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier.

During  the  early  months  of  l$h2  the  sharp  increase  in  income  fron 
potatoes  resxilted  in  a  sharp  gain  in  income  fron  crops  in  this  region,,  Since 
the  movement  of  the  1°A2  crop  got  under  way  in  volume,  the  increase  in  return 
from., potatoes  has  "been  much  less  marked  and  the  increase  in  Income  from  crops 
in  this  region  has  "been  smaller  than  in  most  other  regions,     For  the  first  10 
months  of  1S^29  crops  totaled  39  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  while 
livestock  was  up  27  percent.     The  increase  in  income  fron  all  farm  marketings 
of  31  percent  was  less  than  in  any  other  region.    Income  from  truck  crops  and 
dairy  products,  which  arc  two  of  the  most ■ important  items  of  income  in  this 
region,  has  increased  much  less  than  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States, 
This  disparity  is  important  in.  accounting  for  -the  relatively  small  increase 
in  income  in  the  region. 

East  No rth  Central  Region 

Sales  of  soybeans  fron  the  East  North  Central  region  in  October 
reflected  the  region's  largo  increase  in -soybean  .production  and  relatively 
favorable  weather  for  harvesting  during  October,    These  sales  had  an  impor- 
tant part  in  increasing 'sharply  the  income  fron  crops  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and 
Illinois,    For  the  entire  region,  income  from  crops  was  up  91  percent  from 
October  I3U1  levels  and  income  fron  all  marketings  was  56  percent  higher. 
Increases  in  the  individual  States  ranged  from  23  percent  in  Wisconsin  to 
76  percent  in  Indiana, 

For  the  first  10  months  of  19*+2,  income  from  crops  and  income  from 
livestock  increased  by  about  the  sane  porcontagos9 .  and  the  increase  in  incono 
has  been  remarkably  uniform  among  the  States,    For  the  region  as  a  whole, 
income  from  farm  marketings  was  Ml  percent  more,  than  a  year  earlier,  with 
increases  ranging  from'  Jib  percent  in  Michigan  to  kl[  percent  in  Indiana, 
Income  from  all  major  farm  products  except  wheat  has  boon  much  higher  in 
this  region  than  a  year  earlier,    Wheat  production  in  this  area  was  sharply 
reduced  by  heavy  winter  loss  of  acreage  and  wot  weather  at  harvest,  and 
income  from  wheat  thus  far  in  I9U2  has  been  less  than -half  as  large  as  a

West  North  Central  Region  •  . 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  West  North  Central  region  was  much 
higher  in  October  than  in  October  19^1  in  all  States  except  North  Dakota, 
In  North  Dakota,  the  relatively  small  sales  of  wheat  resulted  in  a  15  percent 
decline  from  October  I9U1  in  total  income  from  crops,  and  total  income  from 
marketings  was  up  only  3  percent.    Returns  from  crops  in  Missouri  were  up 
much  less  than  in  other  States  of  the  region  because  of  the  relatively  small 
sales  of  cotton.    The  greatest  increases  in  income  during  October  were  in 
Nebraska  and  Kansas  where  the  quantity  of  wheat  placed  under  loan  was 
unusually  large,  greatly  increasing  the  return  from  wheat  in  those  States, 
From  January  to  October  the  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was 
somewhat  leas  than  the  increase  in; income  frdm  livestock,  partly  because  of 
the  la  to  r- 1  han— usual  movement  of  crops  .in  19^-2.

Because  of  the  small  movement,  of  wheat  in  Montana,  and  the  relatively 
small  sales  of  cotton  in  Arizona,  October  Income  from  Crops  in- these  States 
was  somewhat  less  than  in  October  1941.-    In. the'  remaining  States  of  the 
Western  region,  however,  income  from' crops  was. "higher, -tlvm  a  year  earlier, 
the  smallest  increase  being -in  California;  where  income  was  .up  15  percent , 
A  large  proportion  of  the  income  in  this  region" in  October  was  obtained 
from  tko  sale  of  livestock.    Returns  from  this  source  were  sharply  higher 
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than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States,  the  smallest  increase  occurring  in  Nevada 
where  livestock  is  moving  to  market  later  than  usual.     Because  of  later— than- 
usual  marketings  of  cotton  in  Arizona,  total  income  in  that  State  was  6  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier,  and. in  Montana  and  ITevada  the  increase  amounted 
to  only  5  and  15  percent  respectively.     .For  the  region  as  a  whole,  income 
from  farm  marketings  totaled  30  percent  more  than  in  October  19-+1.  Largest 
increases  in  income  occurred  in  Colorado  and  ITew  Mexico,  where  income  from 
crops  was  sharply  higher  than  for  a  year  earlier. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  19^2  the  greatest  increase  in  income  in 
the  region  occurred  in  Idaho,  where  returns  from  potatoes  arid  livestock  were 
much  higher  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.     Washington,  Colorado,  ITew  Mexico, 
and  California  also  had  increases  in  income  of  somewhat  above  the  regional 
average.     In  Montana,  Arizona,  and  Nevada  marketings  in  the  10  months  were 
relatively  light  and  income  in  these  States  increased  somewhat  less  than  the 
regional  average. 

Agricultural  Production  Slightly  Above 
Earlier  Estimate 


Present  indications  are  that  the  total  19^+2  volume  of  agricultural 
production  in  the  Nation, for  sale  or  for  consumption  in  farm  homes,  will  be 
about  127  percent  of  the  1935~39  average,   compared  with  the  126  percent  level 
forecast  last  September.    The  index  of  crop  production,  based  upon  the 
December  1  estimates  of  production  and  the  usual  relationship  between  produc- 
tion and  sales,  was  estimated  at  125,  compared  with  127  in  September.  The 
final  estimate  of  the  cotton  crop  was  nearly  1  million  bales  less  than  the 
September  forecast.     Output  of  several  other  crops  also  was  reduced  slightly, 
partly  because  of  unfavorable  weather  during  harvest  'and  in  a  few  instances 
to  the  lack  of  labor  for  gathering  the  crop.     On  the  other  hand,  production 
of  corn,  oats,  barley,  and  tobacco  was  larger  than  anticipated  in  September, 
partially  offsetting  tne  decline  in  output  of  other  crops. 

Total  output  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  is  now  expected  to 
be  slightly  larger  than  indicated  last  September.     The  prospective  output 
of  poultry  and  dairy  products  is  little  changed  from  the  earlier  forecast, 
but  relatively  heavy  marketings  of  cows  and  sheep  and  the  large  movement  of 
feeder  livestock  have  been  factors  in  the  prospective  increase  in  total  sales 
of  meat  animals.     Marketings  of  meat  animals  during  the  first  11  months  of 
19^2  together  with  prospective  marketings  during  December,  are  now  expected 
to  be  about  6  percent  higher  than  forecast  earlier,  resulting  in  a  total 
increase  in  the  index  of  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  from 
126  to  129  percent  of  the  1935~39  average.
